Com, secretary resigns; 
SGA cabinet sworn in

The 1983-84 SGA Cabinet with 
the exception of secretary of 
communications was officially 
sworn in Monday night at the SGA 
Installation and Awards Banquet 

A secretary of tfommunicalions 
was not sworn in because Fletcher 
Rickman, the unopposed special 
election candidate, presented a 
letter of resignation to Congress 
April 28. 

Rickman resigned because he 
has been written up for open house 
violations four times this school 
year and is on indefinite probation 
beginning last week. 

According to university policy 
a student on disciplinary or 
academic probation can hold no 
elected position or office in any 
campus organization. 

Rickman worked with adminis¬ 
trators trying to produce a 


proposal that would be an 
alternative to his probation but no 
satisfying alternative was agreed 
upon. . 

Fletcher Rickman felt that it 
would be in the best interest of the 
students to resign instead of trying 
to appeal the case before the 
University Council. 

Rickman says.'Iamdisappointed 
in the system. I tried, I was honest, 
and it just didn’t pay off." He 
feels that he has a lot to offer SGA 
and the students and he plans to 
remain as active as he possibly can 
in university life. 

Meanwhile, the office of 
secretary of communications 
remains open. SGA has decided to 
have the special election in 
conjunction with Congress, 
elections. 

Petitions are now available for 
both Congress positions and 
secretary of communications in the 
SGA office, upstairs in the 
University Center. 


All petitions will be due on May 
9. and the Constitution test will be 
given the same day. with the 
campaigning beginning that 
night. 

Public "speakout for the 
candidates for Congress and the 
Secretary of Communications will 
be May 16. and the elections will bo 
held May 17. 

The newly-elected SGA officials 
are Reggie Williams, president: 
James Prather, vice president: 
John Hale, secretary of finance; 
Mary Roberts, secretary of affairs, 
and John Bell, secretary of 
minority affairs. 

Reggie Williams' appointed 
cabinet officials are Julie Hadden, 
exkutive assistant; Chester Cocke, 
executive counselor; Jim Hamblin, 
executive assistant to the vice 
president; Frank Ziegler III. 
attorney general; Billy Ware, 
assitant attorney general; Dorsetta 
Sanders, chief justice, and David 
Porter, student defender.

According to the 1982-83 8tudent 
Handbook. “Misconduct for which a 
students are subject to discipline 
include...plagarism. cheating, 
knowingly furnishing false 
information to the University, or other 
similar forms of dishonesty in 
University-related affairs.* 


“A relatively small number of 
students come to our office," said 
Watkins. “We see less than 10 students 
a year and these are students who 
usually come because they think a 
penalty was not fair." 

Watkins explained that in the last 
ten years only two students have been 
involved in an official hearing 
involving Student Affairs. In most 
cases, the matter is resolved within a 
department or school before it ever 
gets to 8tudent Affairs.

department's do- more consistently 
than others." 

Watkins explained that a student 
may be caught for cheating numerous 
times, but unless a report is filed, then 
ths student could be repeatedly 
“forgiven* as a first offender. 

As for penalties for a teacher who 
reuses questions and tests repeatedly 
without concern far lest security. Vice 
Chancellor of Academic Affairs 
Milton Simmons says. “Those teachers 
are fortunately in the minority. We 
hope that the incentive would grow out 
of the system of evaluation from 
department heads who point to and 
encourage strengths. Everyone would 
then be motivated to do better.’ 

Simmons also said that students ran 
become -involved in improving the 
instruction and testing process by 
providing "consumer feedback." 

"Students." (ie said, "should address 
themselves to these types of things on 
teacher evaluations.* 


conclusions can be drawn from the 
different philosophies presented 
concerning lest security and question 
reuse. 

First, the following seem to be 
possible louse security areas: 

1) Some work study students art- 
allowed to carry tests to and from the 
Print Shop without any security 
procedures to prevent copies of the test 
from being taken. 

2) Some students help in processing 
(stapling, counting, etc.) tests without 
adequate supervision. 

3) A lack of adequate security 
personnel in auditorium classes 
sometimes allows students (whether 
they are in the class or not I to exit with 
a copy of the test 

4) A lack of adequate personnel in 
the auditorium classes at times allows 
students to talk or even swap tests 
without being noticed. 

£) Teachers do no securely wrap and 
label all tests going to the Print Shop 

Now. looking at the philosophies of 


they frequently reuse the same 
questions. 

2) Using lespi procurred from copies 
of tests obtained by questionable 
means is perfectly honest as long a* the 
students who is studying it was not 
directly involved in any theft. 

3) It is not cheating to have a prior 
knowledge of test questions if the 
teachers does not cars enough to keep 
the tests from getting out in the first 
place. 

As for the faculty, some feel: 

U Teachers must reuse- questions 
because they do not have the time to 
remake good, creative questions each 
quarter. 

2) Students should look at old tests in 
order locnhance their study procedure 
and to question themselves on the 
material. 

3) Students should not look at old 
tests because students tend to rely on 
the old material for the emphasis or 
the specific question which may not be 
the same emphases found on the 


As for administrators. Vice 
Chancellor of Academic Affairs 
Milton Simmons said that he feels it is 
a "bad practice* to reuse the same 
questions quarter after quarter. 

Simmons said that the pertinent 
material should be retested but he 
feels that the items should be reworded 
or new questions should be taken from 
a larger test bank in order to avoid 
possible cheating. 

Chancellor Charles Smith also drew 
a conclusion about the problem of 
cheating on I'TM’s campus. 

He said. “I think this problem is not 
unique to this campus. There is a 
certain percentagcof students who will 
cheat because there is a certain 
percentage who are lazy students. 
There is not a perfect system." 

As for The Parer's conclusion, it 
basically boils down to this.

rests as a permanent display near the 
front door of the museum. 

“In this situation, the bird was 
extremely tolerant of people, which 
helped a great deal 

Pitts explained the difficulty in 
moving the nest. On cold, rainy day* 
the nest could not lie moved because 
the mother was always farming her 
eggs. It isevidently hard to move a nest 
with a mother bird protecting her 
young. 

Moving the nest only a few inches 
each day that was not cold and rainy, 
the mother bird did not abandon the 
nest. Pitti pointed out that when the 
bird comes back to the nest she gets 
accustomed to the change quickly and 
hops down to the new location. Pitts 
had to make certain that each time the 
nest was moved that the mother bird 
could spot it easily. 

"I'm not sure what she thinks of all 
this. Since we don't credit the bird's 
ability to talk, we can't get her stated 
opinion," Pitts added. 

The eggs under inspection are a 
pretty Mediterranean blue. The day I 
was at the site, two of the 4hree e ggs 
had hatched, and two of the ugliest 
creatures I've ever beheld were in th 


day incubation period. The moment of 
truth had arrived. 

l*ne egg had nuLhatclicd yet and 
may not. according to Pitts. “It is not 
uncummon for an eggjuit to hatch even 
in the best of circumstances. The 
unhatched egg will not have been 
caused by the movement of the neat." 
Pitts said. 

Pitts continued. “These robins and 
their close relatives, the blue birds, are 
extremely tolerant of people and are 
practically tame. If you touched their 
eggs they probably would not abandon 
them even if they had seen you ’ 

"But birds in the wild will definitely 
abandon their nest if you come within 
20 feet of the nest, regardless uf 
whether you touched or even saw the 
nest." said Pitts. 

The significance of this drama is 
that the birds are free and happy. Dr. 
Pitts is happy. Professor Wenz is 
happy and the Museum with its new 
section W nearly completed, much to 
the happiness of the construction crew 
and University. 

Went said. “The function of the 
Museum is to preserve things; 
therefore, the preservation of the birds 
is a worthy- caus e!* 

He added. “We have hail six tour 
groups lately and the nest has been the 
main attraction, especially for the 
elementary school students. The 
mother stood up well through the 
intrusions." 


Department on their side. Pitts' 
argument is thst nature musn't be 


disturbed. 


Pitts has frabricatcd a special 
contraption for containing the 
precious nest and has moved the nest, 
a few inches a day. outside the 
enclosure and onto the front porch of 
the museum, under the overhang 

The museum contractors and other 
interested parties regard the nest jn a 
slightly different light. The overall 
cost of constructing the new section of 
the museum is between $3.5 thousand 
to $4 thousand. 

Wenz said. "The main problem in 
the bird's nest issue is that fresh eggs 
are not to be moved, without violating 
the Federal Humane Society's laws." 

He continued, stating that the 
construction crew could not enclose the 
carport until the bird's nestlings had 
hatched and were able to leave the 
nest. 

“Dr. Pitta came to the rescue. He not 
only saved the birds and managed to 
preserve nature, but he also saved 
what may have been a big delay of 8-10 
weeks in finishing the project." said 
Wenz. 

Expansion oT the museum,

still. Within a few weeks. Pitta 
managed to move the nest from iU Puts calculated that thebirds were a

Remember that classic Alfred 
Hitchcock thriller The Birds, where 
our fine feathered friends take over 
and prove to ths world who rules the 
roost? Well, we have asitualion here si 
UTM where the birds have literally 
taken over, but not quite as 
dramatically. 

In this case, there is s mother bird 
and her nestlings who have held up a 
construction praject-lhe building of 
the new section of the UTM Archives 
Museum. The plan to refurbish the 
garage and turn it into a storage area 
for the museum was delayed 
eomewhat by this bird and her nest 
which, before the construction began, 
was perched on the air conditioner 
iiyide the carport. 

Helmut Wenz. the museum director 
and profeeeor in the department of 
geosciences and physics, said that the 
federal bureaucracy wanted to enclose 
the carport without delay, and the bird 
would hive no way of getting out 

“For the sake of the Humane Society 
and other humanitarian groups, 
rather than threw the bird out with 
her unhatched eggs. Dr. David Pitts 
came to the rescue.* said Wenz. 

The mother robin and her three

Hr stressed that each ca»e must be 
efonlled on It* own merit “If all 
discipline was aimply a rule book, a 
student violation, and a penalty, you'd 
need one person to stamp down a 
penalty.

Suspension is the result of a serious 
infraction or the violation of probation. 
With this punishment a student is 
required to withdraw from school, for 
usually no longer than one year. After 
withdrawal, he or she is not allowed on 
the campus except for official 
business. * 

With indefinite suspension, the 
student is not allowed to re-enter the 
university unless he or she present* 
evidence of rehabilitation It is used in

What happens after an incident is 
reported depends on its nature and the 
offender. 

“If an incident happens in the halls, 
and a disciplinary measure is taken, 
we try to resolve it on that level. If its 
not. the head resident may make a 
recommendation." he stated. 

Sexton emphasized that penalties 
vary with every' case. 

You're dealing with human 
beings." he staged, “and every case is 
different." 

The 1982-83 Student Handbook 
prescribe* four measures which may 
lx- taken in disciplinary problems. The 
first is a disciplinary' warning and/or 
loss of privilege. With this 
punishment, the broken rule is 
restated, and the student is made u> 
understand what may happen if this 
ix-rurs in the future 

Ian of privilege could result in a 
student banned from a certain dorm. 
Sexton explained 

Disciplinary probation occurs when 
the student is allowed to remain on the 
campus, but another infraction may 
result in suspension, according to the

Richard Pryor is the greatest 
contemporary comedian around. 

I just wanted to make sure my 
position U understood. Pryor, more 
than George Carlin or Steve Martin, 
creates comedy that springs from 
everyday life and experiences. And if

he expresses that in somewhat rough 
terms and language, so what!

Despite Pryor's talent, he has been 
trapped in some pretty dismal films. 
Silver Streak. Some Kind of Hero. 


Which bring* us. in a roundabout 
way. to Richard Pryor Live oA the 
Sunset Strip. 

Pryor’s first concert film. Live and 
Uncensored. will probably stand as 
hU masterpiece. It had dutribution 
problems, however, due to the fact that 
it was not rated by the MPA A (you 
know, the guys who assign the “G", 
"PG" and "R" certificates). 

Most theatres (particularly in the 
South) will not book an unrated movie, 
and the film was relegated to cable TV 
and midnight showings. It U a 
consumate concert film, with Pryor at 
his beat and working with hU best 
material. 

Live on the Sunset Strip U not a 
film of lower quality: it just doesn't 
have the almost unbelievable intensity 
of the first film. Pryor, understand¬ 
ably mellowed from his flaming brush 
with death, is a little less energetic but 
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is also more mature: the material, as a

And. as in the 
previous film, Pryor is in top form with 
his deliver-an unbeatable combina¬ 
tion.
